No. 5, Is a ſtatement of the general indent account, to the iſt of Ja- 
nuary, 1795, from which date the United States begin to pay intereſt, 
by which it appears, that the debts of the ſtate, in general indents, 
principal and intereſt, after deducting the ſum due from the United 

The commiſſioners have completed the books, B, containing a ge- 
neral-ſtatement of the debts. and ſpecialties due to the ſtate, one of 
which is to be lodged with the treaſurer in Columbia, and the other 


with the treaſurer in Charleſton. After deduQing the partial payments, 


and the amount of ſundry ſpecialties, which they found (ſince they 
made their laſt report) had been paid, as alſo, two bonds for confiſca- 
ted property, which propetty had been reſtored agreeable to law, al- 
though the ſpecialties remained in the treaſury, and reduving the 
indent debt by five for one, the balance, in ſpecie, amounts to- 
74,0971. 7s. 1d. And in ſpecial indents, 9,84 al. 13s. 2d. in which they 
have not included the intereſt, becauſe they are of opinion it will a- 


bout balance the bad debts, many of which will prove ſo from the 


long delay in not recovering them. Agreeable to the directions of 


the legiſlature, the 5471. 14s. 7d. in general indents,. received from 


Mr. Thomas Nicholls, late treaſurer, have been. crofled and kept ſe- 
parate z and theſe that were ſeparated, for the purpoſe of funding, 
have alſo been croſſed, and filed. The ſtatement, No. 6, exhibits 
an aggregate of the taxes annually received from the year 1783, to 
the year 1789, both included; and the accounts for each year, alſo 


marked No. 6, ſpecifying the taxes received for each year, from ſuch 


pariſh, diſtrict or county, the names of the tax collectors, particula- 


rizing thoſe that have cloſed their accounts, thoſe that did not act, 


and thoſe returned to the law officers to put in ſuit. Fhey have alſo 
directed the attorney general, and ſolicitors, to commence ſuits a- 
gainſt ſundry ſneriffs and conftables, who have neglected to ſettle 
their accounts ſor executions lodged with them, for taxes. No. 7, 
is a liſt of thoſe tax colleQors who have not cloſed their taxes to the 
year 1789, and continue now in office, which your commiſſioners 
— to be. a duty incumbent on them, to report to the legiſ- 
ature. | | 3 

No. 8, Is a general abſtract of caſh, from the 2 iſt of February, 


1783, to the 19th of February, 1791. After the minuteſt inveſti- 


gation 
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gation of all the books and papers, relating” to the treaſury,. they 
have finiſhed the accounts of the reſpective treaſurers, which could 
not be accompliſhed ſooner ;. as ſome of them. depended upon ine law 
fuits commenced, and the ſertlement of taxes. 

No. 9, Is the account of William Parker, by which it appears, 
that their remains a balance due to him. of al. 4s gd. with which 
ſum he was twice charged. 

No. 10, Is the account of Edward Blake, by which it ſeems that 
a balance of 7941. 11s. 8d. is due from him, for ſome omiſſions ; 
and the greateſt part for intereſt, due on ſpecialties, with which he is 
credited. Allo, for commſſions, charged on remitting eight thouſand 
dollars to Philadelphia, and on the receipts of general duties, and 
vendue tax, which your commiſſioners were of opinion they ought to 
charge him with, as they don't know of any law or reſolution, gran- 
ting the treaſurers ſuch intereſt or commiſſions. Before the reyolu- 
tion, the treaſurers were allowed commiſſions upon monies received 
for duties, and retained the intereſt on ſpecialties, to themſelves; in 
return, they made themſelves liable for bad debts; but the commiſſi- 
oners have no information, that the legiſlature, ſince the revolution, 
has allowed it: however, it was fairly entered in the books of the 
treaſury. They delivered him his account, ſince his return from the 
northward, in anſwer to which, he ſent the letter, No. 11. 

It is with the greateſt regret, that the commiſſioners ſtate 
the accounts of Mr. Peter Bocquet, deceaſed, as they find an enor- 
mous deficiency; and that he had ſettled ſundry ſpecialties ſome years 
| after he was out of office. He had, alſo, paid ſeveral ſums, which 

had not been entered to his credit, in the books of the treaſury, as per 
account, No. 12, but for which they have given him credit; never- 
theleſs the deficiency is great, amounting to principal, in ſpecie, 
8,563. 145. 6d. and 4,260. 128. 1din ſpecial indents, beſides intereſt 
on both ſums, as per account, No. 13. The commiſſioners have 
taken every ſtep they were adviſed, and which appeared to them 
neceſlary, to ſecure this debt, by informing the ſheriff, Mr. Oſborn, 
that by law, debts due to the public, by deceaſed perſons,. were to 
be paid, in preference to any mortgage, judgment or execution. 

And the real property of his eſtate, being afterwards advertiſed 
for ſale, by the ſheriff, they filed a bill in the court of equity, to ſtop 
the ſale, which was obtained, and the property remains unſold; but 
the merits of it have not come to a hearing yet. 

Mr. James Mitchell, kept at no time the caſh of the treaſury, of 
courfe there is no account with him. 

No. 14, Is Mr. John Edward's account, by which it appears 
that he is indebted 761. 6s. 11d. 

No. 15, Is Mr, William Hort's account, which he hath cloſed. 

No. 16, Is Mr. Thomas Nicholl's account, which appears balan- 
ced, except 3ol. for the tax of the year 1789, which one of the tax 
collectors lays, he has a receipt for, which payment is ſhort credited 
in the books of the treaſury; and Mr. Nicholls wiſhes to ſee the re- 
ceipt before he pays that ſum; as alſo, a deficiency of 2481. 178. 6d. 
in ſpecial indents of thoſe iſſued for the commutation to the officers 
of the South- Carolina line; and for which he ſeems accountable. The 
commiſſioners did not think that they could diſcharge any of the trea- 
ſurers, by giving them up their bonds, until they had laid hefore the 
legiſlature a ſtatement of the ſpecial indents. 

In conformity to the reſolution of the ad of May laſt, re] pecting

William Gibbes and Edward Blake, eſquires, commiſſioners of the loan 
office for this ſtate, The commiſſioners preſent a ſtatement, No. 19, 
of certificates iſſued by William Gibbes and Edward Blake, in the 
year 17 80, in purſuance of. an act of the legiſlature, .paſſed the 15th 
of February, 1780, as faid certificates ſet forth, which law is faid to 
be loſt: The amount of ſaid certificates is 1,472,501 dollars, in de- 
preciated money, of which 138,097 dollars have been redeemed by 
continental loan office certificates: balance remaining unſettled, 1,324, 
404 dollars, which diſburſements were regularly entered in the books 
of the regiſter of the United States, and received by the commiſ- 
ſioners appointed to ſettle the accounts with the different ſtates, and 
compoſes a part of the ſum paſſed to the credit of this ſtate; faid 
certificates were alſo regiſtered by the commiſſioner of the loan- office, 
only conditionally, and ſubject expreſsly, to future determination.— 
| Your commiſſioners are of opinion, that the holders of the aforeſaid 
certificates have, as yet, received no compenſation for the ſame. 
When the bill was ready to be filed in the court of equity againſt 
general Sumpter and colonel Richardſon, commiſſioners to ſettle with 
Sumpter's brigade, they ſent to this office ſeveral.papers and vouchers, 
for the ſettlement of their accounts, which have been examined with 
great care and attention; but the commiſſioners found no vouchers 
which they could admit for the ſum of 8,8711. 7s. 10d. and no ac- 
counts whatever of the negroes that were taken to raife the ftate 
troops, and how they were diſpoſed of: therefore they deſired the ſo- 
licitor, for the northern diſtrict, to file another bill in the court of equi- 
ty againſt them for the ſum above-mentioned ; as allo reſpecting the 
"Negroes, as per letter, No. 18, to the ſolicitor, and to gen. Sumpter 
and col. Richardſon. 
No. 19, ls a liſt of the ſuits that are inſtituted by the commiſſion- 
ers, except the tax collectors, which are mentioned in the reſpective 
tax liſts. They have requeſted the attorney-gen eral to inform them, 
in what ſtate of forwardnefs the ſuits are in, which his letter, alſo 
number nineteen, will ſhew, particularly that the ſuit againſt commo- 
dore Gillon, is to be renewed : By order of the court of equity, he was 
to have lodged with the maſter of that court, all the indents he receiv- 
ed on account of the ſhip South-Carolina, amounting to 17,8291. 
6s. 6d. but inſtead of that ſum he only lodged 10,669]. 45. 10d. 28 
per their letter to the attorney general; and the maſter in oquity 8 
letter, both likewiſe numbered nineteen. | 
75 The account of general Huger, for his ſon Haac Huger, remains 
ſtill unſextled, as the buſineſs reſpecting the houſe, that was fold un- 
der a wrong mortgage, as mentioned in the commiſſioners- report of 
the 15th November, 1793, is not yet adjuſted. 
No. 20, Is a fiatement of the ſpecial indent account to the 11th | 
-November, 1794, by which-it appears there ſhould be a balance in 
circulation againſt the ſtate, of 12,8261. 155. 5d ; But by the returns 
of the treaſurers, there have been depoſited i in the treaſury, and re- 
-ceipts given for the ſum of 19.9871. 7s. 11d. of which receipts'5971. 
6s. have been fince paid in, which leaves a balance of 19, 390l. 1s. 11d. 
Of this ſum, they find Mr, Bocquet is chargeable with 4.260l. 128.

And laſtly, No. 24, is a ſtatement reſpecung the old tranſactions of 
he treaſury, antecędent to the 1 2th of May, 17803; by which it ap- 
pears, that there ſhould be outſtanding of the old emiſſions, 8,303, 
A441. 28. 6d. as the commiſſioners cannot find that any were burnt 
by order of the legiſlature, which at the rate of one hundred for one 
(at which ſtandard the continental money was redeemed by the Uni- 
ted States) would amount to 11,865]. 15s. 6d. ſterling, This cloſes 
the endeavors of the commiſſioners, to accompliſh the intentions df 
their appointment, which they earneſtly wiſh may meet with the ap- 
probation af the legiſlature. All which is humbly ſubmitted.
